City 
opts not 
to buy 


Council passes on purchasing 
three foreclosure properties 


by Dan Sanderson

The Grayling City Council last week 
passed on purchasing three foreclosure 
properties for future development of the 
community. 

The Crawford County Treasurer's Office 
submitted a list of properties that have been 
foreclosed upon within the city to the 
Grayling City Council. 

Under foreclosure laws, Crawford 
County Treasurer Joe Wakeley said the 
state and local units of government have the 
first chance to obtain the properties. The 
municipalities must pay the back taxes and 
fees owned on the properties, which must 
be kept open for public use. 

Last week, the council opted not to move 
forward with purchasing the property 
where he former DXR Computers, located 
117 Michigan Avenue, 

In 2006, the city opted out of an $85,400 
Community Development Block Grant 
from the Michigan State Housing 
Development Authority (MSHDA), which 
would have paid to purchase and demolish 
the DXR Computers building. 

The city was awarded a MSHDA Land 
Assembly grant. The state program is 
designed to help communities acquire and 
demolish blighted properties to assist in the 
prevention of additional deterioration with 
a tradition downtown business district. The 
city had pledged a $33,820 match for the 
project. 

City officials, however, opted to back out 
of the purchase agreement based on an int- 
tial appraisal of the property and it was 
determined that asbestos had to be abated 
from the building. 

“We were close to getting the property 
before and {’m sure it hasn't gotten much 
better since then,” said Grayling Mayor Pro 
Tem Larry Akers. 

Grayling Mayor Karl Schreiner said 
Chris Verlac, the city assessor, estimated 
the property was only worth $4,000 in 
2006, 

Grayling City Police Chief Doug Baum, 
who is serving as acting city manager, said 
Grayling’s Downtown Development 
Authority and the Grayling Uptown 
Business District Association, has concerns 
with the building. The groups want the 
building addressed as events arc planned 
downtown and the AuSable Artisan Village 
project moves forward,

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MIPSC Certified 
5 other Motor

The Grayling City 
Council, last = week, 
approved an ordinance that 
will allow ORWs/ATVs to 
motor through the commu- 
nity. 

Under the ordinance, an 
ORV is prohibited from 
traveling at arate of speed 
greater than is reasonable 
and proper, which has been 
determined to 10 mph by 
city officials. 

Between 1O p.m. and 7 
a.im., ORVs cannot travel at 
a speed greater than the 
minimum required to main- 
tain forward movement of 
the ORV. 

No ORV may be operat- 
ed on Michigan Avenue 
except to cross Michigan 
Avenue to avoid conflicts 
with traffic from Mercy 
Hospital Grayling and 
other medical offices and 
from the AuSable Primary 
School and — Grayling 
Elementary School. 

No ORV may be operat- 
ed on Lawndale Street to 
avoid disturbing activities 


at the Grayling Senior 


Center and seniors living in 
apartments rented by the 
Grayling Housing 
Cominission, 

Grayling City Council 
Member Dennis Robinson, 
said he favored opening up 
a few streets for ORV trav- 
el to preserve the peace and 
quiet in the community. 
Robinson, who — was 
appointed to fill a vacancy 
on the council on April 26, 
said that the ordinance 
could be tweaked in the 
future. 

“We can do it this way, 
and if doesn't work out, we 
can revisit it)” Robinson 
said,

Farm market contract stalled by investigation

Bringing fresh fruits and 
vegetables for Grayling’s 
Farm Market will have to 
wail for a search of comput- 
er records and a special 
investigation. 

The Grayling = City 
Council, last week, opted to 
hold off on entering into a 
contract with Farm Market 
Master Tom Wellman. 

Current Grayling City 
Attorney Mike Edwards 
advised the council to wait 
until its Monday, June 14 
meeting to finalize the con- 
tract so the city would not 
put itself in an adverse posi- 
lion. 

Edwards said that former 
Grayling City Manager 
David A. Thayer is being 
investigated for devoting 
cily time and resources to 
Wellman's reelection cam- 
paign fast year. Wellman is a 
former Grayling Council 
member, who lost in his bid 
for reelection to the board, 
last November. 

Wellman has served as the 


farm market master for the 
last six years. 

A farm market master is 
required by the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture 
to ensure the quality of the 
produce and goods being 
sojd at the farm market. 

Wellman agreed to hold 
off on negotiating the con- 
tract while the investigation 
is being completed. 

Edwards said that Dave 
Sabin, a former Grayling 
City attorney who is 
assigned a special prosecu- 
tor for the election law vio- 
Jation allegation against 
Thayer, said the investiga- 
tion should not take much 
time. 

Wellman ts asking for the 
city to pay $3,000 to reim- 
burse him for his expenses 
to be the farm market master 
this year. — Previously, 
Wellman said the per diem 
he received as a council 
member covered his costs to 
serve as the farm market 
master and to organize the 
community's Harvest 
Festival.

A recent 10-year study of 


13,000 phone users by 21 
researchers organized by the 
World Health Organization’s 


International Agency for Research 
on Cancer (IARC) proved incon- 
clusive. 


Maybe cell phones can cause 
cancer, maybe not. The inevitable 
conclusion of the study, of course, 
is that more research is needed. 

Two rare kinds of brain cancer 
may be in play. Meningioma is a 
more common and frequently 
benign tumor, and glioma is a rarer 
but deadlier form of cancer. 

The !0-year study between 2000 
and 2010 reported no definite links 
between cell phones and cancer, 
but “suggested” that using cell 
phones for more than 30 minutes a 
day could increase the risk of can- 
cer, and that longer call times 
appear to pose a greater risk than 
the number of calls made. 

Since 2000 when the study 
began, cell phone use has spiraled, 
which in itself might skew any 
findings, and as use continues to 
grow and cell phone applications 
expand, results may be quite dif- 
ferent and certainly more defini- 
tive after another 10 years. 

At this point, cell phones are a 
blessing, but like so many bless- 
ings in this life, there could be a 
curse lurking around the corner.

ALL THIS electronic stuff that’s 
so important in life today contin- 
ues to make my head swirl. Cell 


phones are just one example. 
They represent quite a change in 
my lifetime. Back in depression 
years, our family did not have a 
telephone in our house, but the 
Jones family who lived across the 
road and ran a comfortable farm 
operation had a phone, and if nec- 
essary they would let us use theirs. 
Hf we needed to make a phone 
call for something really impor- 


‘tant, one of us would go across the 


road and our neighbors very gra- 
ciously let us make a call on their 
phone. 

Their number was 495-J, as | 
recall. 

The phone box hung on the wall, 
and you had to lift the receiver off 
the hook with your left hand, hold 
it to your ear, and then use your 
right hand to crank a handle on the 
other side to call the operator, and 
ask her to connect you to some 
other phone number. 

The Joneses fet us list their num- 
ber for emergencies, and if some- 
one had to call our family for 
something real important, Mrs. 
Jones or one of their kids would 
graciously come across the road 
and get my mother or older child 
to go to their house to answer the 
call. 


Neighbors were a lot different in 
those times, too. 

Finally we did get a phone in our 
house in the late 1930s, and it was 
quite an event. We were on a party 
line, meaning four houses had the 
same number and were hooked 
together, separated only by the 
number of rings, one ring to four. 

As ] remember, our number was 
688-J and we had four rings, so we 
were supposed to answer only a 
four-ring call. Of course, every- 
body on the party line could pick 
up the phone in their own houses 
and listen in on your four-ring call, 
and often they did. We listened in 
sometimes, too. 

Science has brought the world a 
tong way since those days. Are we 
better for it? 

Sure we are, but nobody got 
cancer from those earlier phone 
calls. The greatest danger was 
maybe filling on the ice or getting 
hit by a car crossing the road to the 
Jones’ telephone.

Shelter wrangles flamingo invasion 


What began as a rare 
sighting has turned into a 
Major invasion of pink 
flamingos in Crawford 
County. AuSable Valley 
Anima! Shelter is desperate- 
ly trying to gain control 
over the situation, but needs 
your help. 

“There are literally 
dozens of flamingos out 
there getting into all kinds 
of trouble. Keep your eyes 
open,’ advised — shelter 
director Cheryl Postma. 
“The shelter is full of these 
birds and we expect to be 
full for several weeks until 
they move on to some other 
unsuspecting town.” We 
know that Crawford County 
Animal Control does not 
handle flamingo  com- 
plaints, so we have teams 
that will go out and help 
round up these unruly visi- 
tors.”
